J^Qt^^ 
ccvdingly the.4:ldeft Son of the ChevaUer. jjjf 
brought to France J and is honovrably en^r-^ 
cybed at Verjailles. The King and hi$, i^ 
niftry affure. him of eniploying their utflj^Qj^ 
Efiarcs in advanciug hiiA to the Triple CiQ!ffXK 
^ Great Britain. Accordingly they ^rpij(]l?t 
liim with Money and alL Sorts of MIlitaQf 
Provifions wherewith to ^ifm his Hi^^ng 
Subjeds, while an Army woi^d be in H^r 
dinefs to pour into the Southern Parts of th^p 
Kingdom ; by which Mp^s he woul^ I^vp 
his Enemies between two Fires, which in 
^U Probability would fpoo reduce them ip 
nothing.

Thei^rrotiS^King, howcvicri commifleral:-? 
iiig die* Misfbrtttnes of iiich a hopeful yooog' 
Pnnce, whom he is pleafed to honour with 
the Title of QAiJin^ comforts him widi tM 
ftrongeft Aflurariccs, that he fliould alwajffk 
make his Iiitereils his own ; -tibat he woi^ 
not only defend him againft all his Enemk^ 
but, that he would afford him an Afylun!^ 
fo long as he ihould think lit to refide in hid 
Dominions, and morebver would grant hkn 
fuch a Suh/iflence as ihould enable him 'to 
ftiaintain the Port and Dignity^ of a Prince^ 
fo nfearly allied, and fo dear ta him as he 
i^as. Prince Edwar J, as he is there called^ 
depehding on the Royal Word, hires the 
Hotel or Pahce of -Camavaiet, takes State 
upon him, and liv'd with the utmoft Splen- 
(dor and Magnificence ; which he might do,, 
if what the French News-writers fay be true, 
liamely, that he had a Penfion of 500,000 
Livres a Year allowed him. 

Thus has hebafk'd himfelf for about two

'Court,' except fpme fhort Time that he was 

in the Army, Favour'd and countenanced 

by the King, he foon found himfelf carefs^d

and Refped: was paid him by all Ranks and 
Degrees of People ; Pleasures and Amuier' 

- mente of all Kinds were as it were thrown in 
firs Way ; and every thing contributed to flal-* 
tcr his Pride and Vanity. It^s no Wonder 
tiMreforei that he /hew'd lo much Relu£lan<F^ 
in returiung to Rome^ where he knew lie 
ikould find nothing to fuit the Ppliteneis qF 
his Tafte, which had been much refined fince 
his Refidence in France, Nor need we })e 
much at a Lofs to account for his late Uii- 
willingnefs to quit that delicious Paradifef 
fince he was pretty fure he fhould never be fp 
happily fituated in in any other Place, That 

, is^ fuppoiing that the Accounts we have had 
from Paris, of his Gonduft when civily re- 
queued ta leave the Kingdom, are true > but 
a$ that Affair was managed in a very myfte-- 
rious Manner, we may have Reafon to doubt 
the Authenticity of thofe Accounts j but marc 

. of this by and by. 

Lail Spring, France finding that her Con« 
quells on Land did not conmiebfurate with 
her Loiles at Sea, thought it high Ti(ne 
tq confider in good Earneft^of a P^CC } and 
without long Hefitation procur'd % Ccmgrefs 
to be held at j^x la QhapeUe^ whan aU the 
Pliputes which had ocpafioned the War^ 
wv;rc to be finally fettled. an4 deteraiioed, 

The 
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TKe Young Pretender ealily fbrefceing tliat 
Judgment would pafs againft him in this 
Court) Without a- Poffibility of his bringing 
a Writ of Error, or removing his Caufe to 
^mother where he might expefl: a more favour- 
able Hearing, tried all the Ways and Means 
he could think, ofj to prevent or fruftrate the 
decifive Sentence which mjift cut off all his 
future Hopes and Expeftations* To this End 
he caufed Proteft upon Proteft to bfe fixed 
over the Doors of the feveral Plenipotentiaries; 
and you may be fure did not fofget to ftick 
one over that of the Houfe where the Am- 
bafladors held their publick Meetings 5 figni- 
fying that he protefted in the itioft folemn 
Manner, againft every Thing that (hould be 
tranfadted in the Congrefs to the Prejudice of 
his Intereft ; nay, fie took all imaginable 
Pains to have them read in the Aflemblics, 
and recorded among the Ads of the Con- 
grefs* But, alas ! he found his Intereft too 
weaki and that his Papers, inftead of being 
treated wfth Rcfpeft, were contemptuoufly 
torn to Pieces and trampled under Foot. 
't Even the Minifter of his Great Patron did 
but once interpofe a Word in his Favour, 
and then met with fuch a Rebuff from the 
Earl of Sandnvichj that })e did not think pro- 
per to open his Lips in his Behalf afterwards: 
For the Count de Sf. Severin only hinted how 
agreeable it would be to his Moft Chriftiail 
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&i<i|efty to hairefome Provifion. made for a 
Setjtieipent for Vnnc6 E(hvard^ and. he was 
rpundly anfwered by the Earl, T'haf if bis 
E^elkncy offered to infifi ,any more on that 
J^Md^ he bad Orders from his Majier to witb- 
draw himfelffrom tbe . Cong^efs immediately. 
•j^his bdid and ferious Declaration put an 
c^e<9lial Stop to every Motion that might in 
the Icaft favour his Intereft ; and our Am* 
l^fl^dr behaved with fuch Firmnefs in regard 
Ip the Pretefljlcr, that he declared, that unlefs 
J^rance would firft ftipulate that he fhould 
be entirely banifhed her Dominions, he would 
not give his Confent, either by Word or 
Writing, to any Preliminaries for a general 
and definitive Treaty of Peace ; but that in 
Cafe that Obftacle was firft removed, he was 
icady to concur in every reafonable Meafure 
conducive tg that End. 

The French Miniftry perceiving the Refo- 
iution of the Britifh Couvt^ and that Peace 
WAS not to be had unlefs that Article was 
alafplutcly agreed to, thought proper to ac- 
quiefcc^ 'Tis true, it was witn fome Diffi- 
culty that this hard Morfel was fwallow- 
ed, nor was it very eafy of Digeftion when 
down— — but needs muft whe n ■ a Peace 
muft be had at any Rate ; and fince that 
Goddefs muft have a Sacrifice on fo folema 
^ Occafion, who fo proper to be laid on the

confidcrable crfi the Stage of the World. B^ 
fides, the French would plezd 2, riotiable Pi^ 
cedent fw giving up the Intertft of the yoiiiig 
Pretender, and turning him out of the King- 
dom, after he had ^ferved their Purpofe. Did 
they not ufe his Father in the fairic Bifin- 
ner, after he had been their Tool to exeCati 
their Vengeance on the Britijh NatioiY? Why 
then fhould the Son cxpeft any better TVeat-; 
ment, or be ftirpri^ed that tht French Y^tt^ 
did not keep his Word with hini ? But hfe i* 
a young Man, and therefore is cxciilftble. A 
little more Experience will teach hiift intoi* 
Knowledge ; and that Knowledge Will in^^ 
ftrucft him what Dependance he is to mak^ 
on French Promiffes. 

The French Miniflers, to fervc Appear- 
ances, and to give fonie Colour for their un- 
kind Treatment of the ycHing Gentleman, ac- 
quaint him, that tho' they were obliged to give 
Way to the Neceffity of the Timies, and to 
fend him out of the Kingdom : Yet that they 
would provide a Refidence for him in fome 
other Country, where he might live with all 
the Splendor and Magnificence his Heart 
could wifh. To this Purpofe Difpatches are 
immediately fent to their Minifter and Rcfi- 
dent in Switzerland^ with Orders for him 
to afk Permiffion of the laudable Canton of 
Fribourg^ for their Friend Prince Edward to 
retire tbere. The French Ambai&dor having 
C 2 received 
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rf(xived his Maftc^r's Orders, immediately 
wrote the following Letter to the Regency 
pF that Canton.

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It deferves Remark, that this Letter is art- 
fully couch'd in the moil finooth and flatter- 
ing Terms that it could poffibly be conceived 
in, and fuited to makej an IniprefSon on the 
People to whoni it was addlrefled, who are 
noted for their ruftick and unpolifli'd Beha«^ 
viour : For, tho', like our Quakers, they flreat 
their Neighbours with but little Ceremony^ 
yet they exped to be ufcd with all the Ciyi*- 
Uty and good Mjanner? imroaginable, Ac* 
cordingly, the Refident's Letter met with the 
moft favourable Reception he could expect: or 
delire ; and an Anfwer wai rcturn'd him^ 
that his Mailer's Requeil was very agreeable 
to them, and that they would not feil to oi. 
hlige him to the utmoil of their Power • ^ 

While this Affair was in Agitation, ancj 
the Regency of that Cauton were purfuing 
Meafures to bring over the other Cantons to 
join with them in obligi^ng their High and 
Gre^t Ally, in a Matter of fo fmall Import 
tajnce, Mr, Burnaby^ the Britijh Ambai&dor 
to the Laudable Cantons, was perfedtiy in* 
formed of every Step that was takei> in th? 
A^air, and gave his Court an Account of it^ 
deiiring their Directions in what manner toi 
proceed. Having received his Inilraftions^ 
he wrote the following Letter to th? Re-» 
gCQcy of Fribour^,

We need not doubt the old Chevalier's 
Concern, at the Time of his writing this Let- 
ter, for the State to which his Son's Affairs 
were reduced ; however, as he knew it was 
in vain to oppofe the French King's Will, we 
find he us'd his utmoft Ehdeavours to fubdue 
a Refolution which he found Prince Edward 
had taken of remaining in France at all Events : 
And tho' he had fufficient Reafons to have 
been diipleafed at the French King's having 
broke his Promife, yet he well knew it was 
in vain to difpute this Affair with that Mo- 
narch; notwithffanding the many weighty 
Arguments which might have been ufed on 
this Occaiion. 

And without Doubt, this bold Youth was 
. encouraged by his Adherents, to oppofe the 
Orders vdiich he had received ^ in Hopes 
that his Majcfly would not ufe any Violence 
to his Perfon : Befides 'tis natural to imagine, 
that he thought the French King incapable of 
breaking his Royal Word with him ; and that 
could he remain in France^ he fliould always 
have an Oppqrtunity of cultivating Friend- 
(hip with thofc of his Party in Great Britain :, 
E 2 and 
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and of keepii^ up the Spirit of Mis Caufe, 
^1 he could a^iin invade that Kingdom. 

However, he foon found his Miftake; for, 
M. de Maurepas having acquainted the King 
that Prince Edward continued refradtory, as 
well in Difobedience to his Majefly's Com- 
iharids, as to the Injundtions of his Father, 
^and that he ftili appear 'd everywhere in pub- 
liclc, as if Carelefs or fearle& of any Confe- 
quences that might afiedt his Liberty, tho' he 
was Afiured by feveral of his Friends, that he 
would certainly be arrefted if he periifted in 
his Obftinacy ; his Maje% therei^n ordered 
an Extraordinary Council to be held the loth 
Inftant, where it was refolved to put him un-% 
def an Arreft, and to ccinvey him by Force 
out of the Kingdom. The next Day it was 
known all over Paris^ that the Duke de 
Btrohj Colonel of the Regiment of French 
Guards, had received fuch an Order from 
the King ; and even the very Day, in the 
Evening of which the Pretender was arrefted, 
a Perfon of Diftinftion came to him as he 
was walking in the Tuilleries^ and told him 
of the King's Order, which he affur'd him 
would be exJecuted, if he did not leave Parii 
Ihat very Day ; but he only lailgh^'^at the 
Warning, and immedtately ordered one of 
his Attendants to go to the Opera Hoofe, 'and 
fecure the firft &x for "hiin.

And Letters frotn Paris pCfitiv^ty affirfn, 
that the Prietcndier had lodged feme Barrels 
of Powder and a Qn^tity oF Fire- Arms in 
h& Houfe, bcihg rdblved to repel "Force by 
Force, ill cafe ahy Violence liad been offered 
him there J in Imitation of Charles XII. of 
Sweden, Who, ^mth a few of his Attendants, 
defended themfelves in Kis Houfe againft a 
wht)lc Army of Turks.

In Cdrtfequence 6f tfiis, thirty Men froitt 
each Company of the^Duke de Sirdn's Regi* 
ment, were commanded to cover t3ie Defigm 
and ei^t Serjeants in the Hahit of TradcC- 
men, were ordwed to poft themfelves at th^ 
two Entries inKo die Opera, On Tuefday^ a- 
bout Five in tire Evening, the young Preten- 
der came thither, accompanied by three of 
his Lords. As icon as he got out of Wi 
Coach to enter the Paflage into the Oj^en^ 
two of the Serjeants took him feft by the 
Arths, to prevent any Kefiftance, and having 
lifted him up, two other Serjeants croffing 
their Arms, carried him into the Court of the 
Fountains^ where the Duke of Biron wa^ 
with M de Fatidrevfile, forrtierly Captain dF 
Grenadiers, and at prefent Major in the 
Goards, wWlc&eSoW^ with their Bayoi.

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nets fixed, k<^ off the Groud, and fecured 
his Followers* M. de Vaiidreville then ad- 
vanced, and addreffed him in thefe Words, 
I arreji you on the Part of the King ; Prince 
deliver your Arms. The. young Pretender im- 
mediately prefented his Sword; and upon 
learehing him, after they had brought him 
within Doors, they found about him a Brace 
of Piftols and a Poniard.

IN the prefceding Account of the Young 
Pretender, We ma;^ difcover a I^efblutipA 
iuitabte to the Spirit^ and becoming th^ 
Dignity of a Pr-^cej we lee hiiii brivelj^ 
oppofing all the Meafures of the French Mi- 
hiftry; defying their Menaces, arid even call^ 
ing in Queftion the Sincerity of their Great 
IVfefter and his own Royal Patron. Now, 
indeed* he eAjoyed the Smiles of Fortune^ 
liv'd. fplehdidly, far'd fumptuoufly, arid had 
the Appointment of a Prmce for his Subfift- 
ence. But let us view the fame Man in Adr 
verfity, pinch'd with Hunger, freezing with 
Gold, haunting the moft unfrequented Places 
for Safety, Shoelefs and fore with hard Tra- 
velling, and paffing many cold Nights un- 
der Hedges and among Buflics, with onljl^ 
Rags to covef him, and labouring under the 
moft riauceous Diftemper : I fay, let us vicx^ 
him in this Light, and fee whether we can

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of France^ by his ijndauntcd Pcrfcverance in 
crppofing the King's Pleafure ? As his Beha- 
viour in both Refpedts has been very extraor- 
dinary, and his late Condudt at that Court 
fcarce to be parallelled, we apprehend that a 
Defcription of his Temper and Demeanour, 
while fuiTering the moft rigorous Hardihij)s, 
will fhew as much Grcatncfs of Soul, as 
when baiking in the Sunfhine of iProfperity. 

No fooner did the young Adventurer per- 
ceive his Army entirely routed at the Battle 
bf Culloderty but he made the beft of his

* with many others. We are too few to 
^ encounter the Ufurper's Force$, who are in 

* Pofleffion of oufCfannon: And even if wq 
^ fliould return, my Orders would ftilL be 

* counteracted as formerly. My Cafe is; 
^ at.prefent, bad, but then it would be irre'^ 
^ trievable. Good God! why did I not leave;, 

* this wretched Body on the Field of Battle* 

* Why am I referved to this unhappy Hour^^ 

* to fee my beft, my fincereft Friends fuffer 

* fo much Mifery, fo many Calamities on my 
^ Account ?' Clunie perceiving that the Che- 
valier's AflFairs were irrecoverably ruined, 
Aought it his beft Way to take Care of him-; 
felf 5 which he foon did by making his Sub-^. 
iniffion to the Government. 

Clunie and hi$ Clan having thus left th& 
Chevalier to his own Fortune, his few Friends 
that were about him, advifed him, in this 
Emergency,*to confult his old and fure Friend 
JiOrd Lovaf^ what Courfe to purfufr. His 
F g Lordihip 
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Lprdfhip then lodging with Mr. Frafer of 
iabrttick in Stratberrick^ the Chevalier, with 
twenty Horfemen, fct out at Six o' Clock, an4 
arrived there at Nine the lame Evenings and 
prefented himfelf before his old Friend, who, 
ihftead of advifing and comforting him in 1^ 
Affliftion, entertained him with fuch La- 
mentations and Complaints as thefe : ^ Chop 

* off my Head, chop off my ^ead, faid old 

* Simon : My own Family, with all . tho 
^ great Clans, are undone, ^nd the whplo 
*^ Blame will fall upon me. O ! is there^ 

* no Friend here tha.t will put an End to niy 

* Life and Mifcry !' Nobody returning Um 
any Anfwer, the Chevalier niade this Reply : 

* I pray your Lordihip, don't defpair : We 
*^ have had two Days of them already, and 

* will have yet, another Day, a Bout with 
^ them.' But his Lordfhip, who vy^ajs not ta 
be pacified with Lenitives, or footh'd wijh 
flattering Tales, would ^either advife, npr.s^- 
tend to any Propofals that were offered; l?y* 
others. 

' The Woman of the Houfe obferying tj»?^ 
Chevalier to be much difpifited and out ofi 
Heart, thro' Fatigue and. want of ^eft, rp^d^ 
cd a Fowl for him, part of \\rljich,he e^l^ apd 
thenretired to his Chainber in ordpr.tpnfc- 
pofe hjrhfelf, but the unl^ppy, ^itijftpipn: pt 
hiis Affairs would not fuffer hipj, to clpfe hife. 
Eyes ; fo getting, up, a^icj \(Ji9)^^m^oi,j^ 

Window, 
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Window, falv foroe of his Guaidft coiixing 
towards him, went down and fgltdsd themi 
in a very ftiendly MjBinec. He again entreat- 
ed his Lordfhip to cpnfult with hipa What 
va§ 1?€ft to be done in this critical Jun6hire ^ 
Vut in vain, fox he woflld hear nothmg, not 
^dvife any Thing, but continupd tQ exclaim 
againft his hard and rigorous Fate^ 

The Chevalier finding no good w^ to he 
done, withdrew with hi$ FoUowers^ into ano- 
ther App^rtment, where having refee£hed 
tjhemfelves with fuch Provifion as the Houfc 
forded, he difiniffed the greatcft Part of his 
People, with a fhort but pathetick Speech, 
which he concluded in Words to thk Ef- 
fed;: * Qentleipen, I have nothing more to 
*t add, but nay Advice, that you virould ?on- 
^ fult your own Safety in the befl: Manner 

* you can. I have it no longer in my Power 

* to advance your Pay, [which he cou^dfcarce 

* utter nvithQUtbtfrJisng into ^ears] but if you 
^ ihould luve. the good Fortune to efeape ftfxa 

\ hence, you may depend upon aU my inte^ 
^ rjefl: and Endeavours Abroad^ to obtain\a 
^ Subfi Aence ix you, in &reign Service, fujit^ 

* able to your ifiveraL Ranks and Merits. 

The Chev^lifir was now in tl^ n^pft 6ki^ 

trcfled Co^xdition. I£s only Attendants were 

. {twtn Officers, two Servants, and his Favour^

in ihc greatefl Need to fleer him in his fu-i^ 
tureCburfe. 

Upon a Confultation held with thefe. 
Friends, it was refolved to keep at as great 
a Diftance from the Enemy as poflible, and 
to that End it was propofed to go diredly 
to Glengaryi and accordingly they took 
Horfe, and on the Road, he had the Mor- 
tification to fee many of his Followers wound-? 
cd and expiring for want of Nourifliment. 

Being arrived at Glengary Caftle, MV. Mac 
Donald xhj& Owner of it, who was fccretly, 
as his Clan were publickly in his Intereft, 
entertained him and his Attendants with great 
Civility and Humanity. Here the Chevalier 
was in Safety as to his Perfon, though under 
the greateft Anxiety when he refleded on his 
Misfortunes. 

Two Days afterwards he was joined by 
Lochiel dangeroufly wounded in his Ancle, 
with many of his Followers, fome in no bet- 
ter, and many in a much worfe Condition ; 
Ibme ready to die with the Smart and Pain 
of their undrefs'd Wounds; and others fink- 
ing under the Weight of their own Bodies 
for want of Nourifliment. This was a Heart- 
breaking Sight to the Chevalier, who was lefs 
able to bear the Diftreflfcs of others, than he 
was his own. 

The 20th oiAprily the Lords Pertb^ Drum^ 
mnd^ and Nairn came to the Chevalier at 

Gkngaij^ 
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Glengary^ whom they found ib entirely ^oycr-. 
whelm'd with Grief, that he had fcai^ce Re-' 
folution enough to know or fpeak to them ; 
but by taking fome Cordials, and other vivi- 
fying Remedies, he recovered his Senfes> fo 
as to be able to tell them, that he was ex- 
tremely glad to fee tliem ; yet'wiflied he had 
died in the Battle, rather than furvive to be a 
Witnefs of the fad Calamities, which, thro*^ 
his Means, had been brought upon them. 

In the mean Time feveral of the Corps and 
Stragglers, that had hid themfelves from the 
Fury of. the Enemy, fome half dead with 
their Wounds, and all near famiih'd for want 
of Food, were continually coming in, and 
gave difmal Accounts of their Miferies. The 
Chevalier was extremely afFedted at their pi- 
teous and lamentable Condition, and he faid> 

* I am forry to have brought any fuch Hard- 
^ /hips upon thefe poor People ; and the befl 
' Way to prevent the like for the future, is 

* to give over all further Attempts ; for our 
' Caufe is now defperatc, and would to God 
'I had died in the Field.' 

Here they continued till the 2 jd, when 
being informed that General Campbell^ with a 
large Body of the ArgyleJInre Militia from In^ 
vernefi were marching towards them, the 
Chevalier, with his Company, went away to 
Acbnacharrie^ where they found Lochieh, 
who no fooner faw them, but he immediately 
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thdif Hands^ bad not a Boit» much aboot the 
£tme Time^ come from South Vyty which 
took hixn and his Comply on Board, and' 
faird dircdUy for that Ifle. But when Acy- 
were at Sea, ^ Crew propofed to £dl to a 
little Ifland call'd Carma^ to the Wefbrard 
c£ Madly where were xnbany of his Friends. 
This was approved^ and there they landed, 
and were entertained vdy tordially by the 
Inhabitants. Here they con^ued to. the 
2^^th of Mijy; when perceiving fome VeSTds 
coining out of the Sound of MuU^ and judg* 
m% them to belong to the Campbells^ they 
made off to South XJifty where they were liof^ 
pifiably entertained by Ae hoAfClanroualdm 
her Lord's Ablence. . 

In the inean Time General Campbell being 
klbmi-d of his Abode, march'd after hon 
as faft as he could ; which the Chevalier he^ 
ing inifosmed of^ Sullivan popA&d to^j%a^ 
rate, and that himielf; ShnridaUj ^isd.Ai^tat 
others^ would go to Irelaml, and i&con thj^acc 
to France J where he would reprefent.iui 
Ckfe tothe Court of VerfaiVes. The Chct 
valier agreed to thePropofd, and they patted^ 
and Sullivan got to Ireland^ and from thencr 
to France^ where he difcharged his Thift*; 
• Meanwhile, the Royaliils amiroaching, 
h^y £!lanr0iald esantRly entrearea the Cho- 
valier to think of fome Method of jefcsspm^ 
But his Spirits were in fuch Confiiiioili that 
heicnew not what to iay «r do« HerXad^A- 
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/hip therefore faid, ^ Here is a young Qentltiwo- 

• mail Mifs Plora Mac Doridla^ upon whotfx 1 

• will prevail to take 3rour Highnefs uncjer^her 

• Protedion.* The Lady then drefled the Che- 
valier in Women's Cloaths^ and he kept nothing 
on of his own^ but his Breeches and StQckmgs; 
The Lady then ordered a Boat to be got ready, 
and to carry Mifs Flora 2ind her fuppofed Maid 
to the Ifle of Skey^ where the ne^tt Mornjng they 
landed, hear the Houfe of Sir Alexander Mac 
HonaUy whereto they went, and were ciyily en- 
tertaincil by the Lady, who preflcd them to ftav 
ill Night 5 but Mifs Flwa defired to be .cxcufea, 
having urgent Bufinefs elfewherc. 

After Dinner, they fet out for the Laird of 
Mac Kinnon^s Houfe, where he refiimed. his 
Figure and Drefs. Here they ftaid all Night, 
and in the Morning Mifs went Home. In the 
Evening he took a Walk to the Sea Side, where 
he met with, Norman Mac Leod^ an old Fiiher- 
inan, who knew him, and agreed to carry him 
to Raarfa^ the Proprietor of which Iflaud ca- 
tertainied hint very generoufly, but being afraid 
of a ViiSt, advifed him to return to Skey ; and 
accordingly Mac Lepd conveyed him thither. 

He had no fooner landed but he had a freih 
Danger to encounter; for a Company of Mun^- 
ro*s Militia were waiting thereabouts, ia Hopes 
of his faliiqg into their Hands, and had with 
them a BloGNd4iound tp trjce him out. The 
XJog was "gqt upon the Scent, and within lefs

t;baI^.on(^Ium^^ Yards of him, and the Mc»i 
Juifl; ^ehindy when Mac Leod ^w them, and 
foipcdling their Defign, advifed the Chevalier 
to ftrip lumfelf naked, and go into the Water 
Up tb tiic Necky >yhile he amufed the Dog with 
' fgrne Fifh he had in his Hand in a String, The 
CKeyalier did as he was diredted, while Mac 
hiod hid his Cloaths in a CliiF of a Rock, and 
diverted the Dog with his Fifh. By this Ar- 
. tiiice. the Chevalier was fecur'd ; but the Dog 
would not leave the Fiflierman, till the Militia- 
xneo-laid hold of him, who kept him till the 
next. I3ay, but not being able to get any In- 
xormatlon from him, they difiniflcd him, and 
he returned to the Chevalier by a different Way. 
He found him catching Muffles, ?ind imall Shell. 
Fifh, ajid. breaking them with Stones to fatisfy 
his Hunger, which perhaps, was never fa fhai:p» 
l)cfore. As foon as he faw Mac Leod^ he fell 
down on his. Knees, and lifting up his Eyes to 
Heaven, fkid, * O God, I thank thee, that I 
* have not fallen into the Hands of my Enemies; 
^ and furely thou haft ftill fomething for me to 
' ,do, lince in tl^is llrange Place, thou haft fent 
^"me. back my Guide.' Then he told Afor 
Leod that he had continued in the Water for fe- 
veraL Hours after he left him, but at laft ven- 
tured, put and put on his Clqaths y but durft not: 
nibve-fi^m that defart Spot> judging it too hai- 
;zardou^ to go up into, the Cotmtry, where he 
was an utter Stranger. This Story ikfoc Leq^ 
-." '""' ha? 
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has'oftth teported^ and as he was knbwh-to te^ 
an hondt fincere, well-meaning Man, no Body ■ 
ever doubted the Truth of it. 

The Chevalier having had this furprizing In- 
ilance of his Guide's Fidelity, refigricd himfelf 
wholly to his Condu(St, ^ Well then, feid Mac^ 
^ Leod^ we will go a little farther to the North:^' 
^ ward, wher? your Highnefs has many Friends; 
^ though they have not been in Arms for your 
^ Intercft, which, jis Things have happened, 
^ makes it fo much the better, becaufe they are 
? the lef? fufpe<9:ed, and the Militia arc not up-' 
^ on the Watch among them.' Upon which 
they went forward, till i^icy came to the Houfc 
pfont M^Kenziey who entertained him very cour^ 
teoufly^ tho' with the utn^oft Privacy. Here, 
^nd in the Neighbourhood, h? continued till 
the 2ift of July I when hearing of General 
Campbell htmg landed at Apple^-crofs Bayy he 
entirely quitted the Country j but firft fent 
home his Guide, gs having, at prefent, no far-?- 
ther Qccafion for him. 

Having drefs'd himfelf in the Habit of a Pea- 
fant, he took the Road to Invernefs^y but within 
two Miles of Bebanj he turn'd afide, and crof^ 
fed the Country to Badenock^ where he con- 
tinned till the 8th cf Augufii when General 
Campbell being informed in what IVfanncr he 
ihifted his Abode, brought his Militia into that 
Part of the Country, ^d purfued him fo clofe- 
}y, that they had frequently Sight of him^ c^» 
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jLt leaft, of the Company he was in, but fup-' 
poiing them to be poor People^ of no Confe- 
querice, took no farther Notice of them. 

About this Time Lochiel fent the Chevalier 
an Invitation to meet him in a certain Cave. 
Thithsr he went, and it was agreed to repair fe«> 
parately to the Coafl, and watch the Appear- 
jance of any Ship from France^ on whicn they 
0iiglit emhurk. This being fettled, the Che- 
valier with three or four of his Attendents, made 
for the Country of the Mac KmvsieSy where thqr 
were hut coldly received. The Chevalier there- 
fore went to the Water-fide, in Hopes to finH 
MacLeod his faithful Boatnun ; and after wait- 
ing forty-eight Hours, at lafl found him to his 
,great joy. Indeed, fuch was the forlorn Con- 
dition of the unhappy Chevalier, that the Sight 
of him muft move Compaffion in any generous 
Mind. - His I/innen was exceeding dirty and 
ibui, his Cloaths thread-bare and torn^his Shoes 
*fo rent that they could fcarc^ly keep his Feet 
from the Ground. Befides which he had got 
the Itch. 

Mac Leody his Guide, took him into his Boat^ 
and conducted him to a Gentleman's Houie, 
who furnifhed him with Cloaths and every 
Thing he wanted. From thence he removed 
to the Ifle of Skej^ where the Boatman took 
him to his ownHoufe, and prepsuned him a hot 
Supper, and then made him up a clean Bcd^ 
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tho* the Materials of it.\rcrc no better than' 
Straw and good Blankets* 

It was aow the 3d of Septembcry and the 
Nights being become long/ dicy deteritnni^ 
ed to feck out for a Vcffel fbr him to embark 
in {or. France -J to which End they let Sail^ 
for jtrdnamcnrbm^ znd itaaiihcncc to Scaliis*^ 
dak JB^y in MuH: But again apprebeiKilng hfe 
mi^ be difbovercd ; proMcdesd tor Tuierimry, 
and landing there in the Erening, went direCl- 
ly to the young Laird tjf Mir Kinmn'% Houfe, 
whofe Lady entertained him very courteouflv. 
Here a^in he was in the utmofl Danger ; for 
the Trial Sloop of War being on diat Coaft, 
her Crew had got Intelligence where he was, 
and failed dird^ly for Ttderm^ry in ^ktiyxlt 
of him ; and being iiiform'd of the very Houfe 
he was in, fent a ^rty dirciftly to it, and at thp 
£une Time mauild a Boat, which fell down 
about three Miles lower. The Sailors landed 
at a Village, which xhxj immediately Airround*- 
cd, being refdved.tohave him if he was there. 
The Chevalier was now an the utmoft Danger; 
but Mac Kinnon's JMaid, drefling him -in fomc 
of her own Cloaths, helped him, once more, to, 
makehis Eicape. Thus difguifed^ in Company 
with the Lady andlier Maid, they palled the 
Guard that was pofted at the Door, and gave 
the Men Money for their Civility, in fuffering 
them to go aWay unmolfeftei As foon as they 
were got clear of the Enemy, they made the 
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bcft of their Way to that End of MulU which 
is neareft Coll^ where a Boat well mann'd^ 
waited to receive them^ In this Boat he pafs'd 
over to C(9//; but his Purfuers having again got 
$cent of him, he made off, in the lame Boat, to 
^gg y hither they followed him likewifc, which 
obliged him to fly to Barra^ where his Purfuers 
were foon after him* Here he muft. ine^ 
vitably have been taken, had not the Boatmen 
thruii the Boat into a Place which the Ene- 
my could have no Sight of- and the very 
Moment the Sloop's Crew landed, the others 
put to Sea, and fet the Chevalier a-fhore in 
South Viji J and going the fame Night to the 
Harbour of Flota^ found a French Schooner w 
of about twenty Tons, that had been there 
waiting fome Time for him. In this Veflel 
he joyfuUy embark'd, together with itscn . 
other Perfons, and, among them, his dear and - 
trufty Friend Lochiel^ with one Capt. Mae 
Leodj and one Mac Kitmon 5 but the others be* 
ing private Men, the Knowledge of them is 
of fmall Moment. The next Morning, Sep^ 
t ember 17, they fet Sail for Boulogne^ where^ 
after a quick Paflage, they fafely arrived, to 
his infinite Satisfadion, and to the fiirprizo 
of both Friends and Enemies^ 
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
